County Convention 


Extracts from Public Statutes of New Hampshire 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the second 
Wednesday of each biennial session of the General Court or 
other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and clerk, 
and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The county commissioners and treasurer shall furnish the 
auditors all the aid and information required by them in the 
performance of their cuties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session 
of the Legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two 
years, but the tax for each year shall be voted separately and 
collected in the year for which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailers, the physicians, the clerk of the court, 
the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, and the 
superintendent of the County Farm, of each county, shall make 
up their report separately, to December thirty-first annually, 
and the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in 
the month of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions, which concern 
the county, for the current year ending aforesaid, and the re- 
port of the superintendent of the County Farm shall contain, 
in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the 
farm, a statement of the number of weeks each was so sup- 
ported, and the average cost per week for each pauper, with 
the explanation of the basis upon which such calculation was 
made. 


Proceedings of the Rockingham County Convention 


Concorp, N. H., January 11, 1933. 
The Rockingham County delegation met in convention for 
organization, notice of said convention having been duly 
advertised and announced by the speaker. 
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After the meeting was called to order in Division 5 in ac- 
cordance with the advertised notice, the convention adjourned 
to room 156 where the transaction of business could be more 
conveniently conducted. 

Hon. Harold M. Smith acted as temporary presiding officer 
and called the roll. Forty-four of the forty-nine members in 
the delegation responded to their names and a quorum present 
was announced. 

Nominations for chairman of the delegation were made as 
follows: Arthur J. Conner, of Exeter, Herbert N. Sawyer, of 
Atkinson, and Harold M. Smith, of Portsmouth. The first 
ballot resulted: Smith, 17; Sawyer, 16; Conner, 6; scat- 
tering, 3. On second ballot Smith received 25 votes; Sawyer, 
17; Conner, 3; and Harold M. Smith was declared chairman 
of the Rockingham County delegation. 

The election of clerk then followed, and Charles Francis 
Adams, of Hampton, was declared the unanimous choice of 
the delegation for clerk, it being his fourth consecutive term 
in this position. 

Following the organization work, by unanimous consent the 
matter of obtaining welfare money from the R. F. C. through 
Governor Winant was presented by Richard K. Dickinson, of 
Danville, and further explained by Frank W. Emerson, of 
Hampstead. On motion made and duly seconded, it was 
voted to accept the proportion of the fund to which the county 
is legally entitled. A further motion was voted which author- 
ized the chair to appoint a committee of three to wait on the 
Governor and inform him of the convention’s action. The 
committee appointed by the chair was Richard H. Dickinson, 
of Danville, Arthur J. Conner, of Exeter, and James W. 
Pridham, of New Castle. 

Voted to adjourn.

The Rockingham County delegation met in room 156 
Thursday, January 12, at 12:00 o’clock noon in accordance 
with a call of the chair to listen to a report of the committee 
to confer with the Governor in regard to Rockingham County’s 
share of welfare money, this committee having been appointed 
by the chairman at a convention on Wednesday, January 11. 

The report was made by Richard Dickinson. The com- 
mittee stated its case to the Governor. The Governor replied 
that all that was required was that the commissioners should 
keep a record of cases assisted in order that the money to the 
state from the R. F. C. should not be jeopardized. 

Mr. Pray, of Portsmouth, stated for the commissioners that 
there was a record of each amount paid and a voucher for the 
same at the commissioners’ office at Portsmouth. 

The chairman announced that a member of the committee, 
Mr. Conner, of Exeter, could not serve further on the com- 
mittee owing to other duties, and that Richard G. Pray was 
appointed in his place. 

Voted on motion duly made and seconded that this com- 
mittee be a new committee to wait on the commissioners and 
advise them of the situation. 

Voted further that the committee be instructed to take 
the records of the commissioners and check them with re- 
quirements of the R. F. C. in the Governor’s office. 

Voted that the meeting adjourn to Tuesday, January 17, 
after the morning session in room 156 to hear the report of 
the committee.

In accordance with the vote of the delegation assembled in 
convention January 12 an adjourned session was held in room 
156 on January 17, after the morning session. 

A quorum being present the convention came to order with 
Chairman Smith presiding. The member from Danville, 
Mr. Dickinson, reported for the committee in an informal 
presentation of the committee’s conference with the county 
commissioners. 

Mr. Dickinson said they found case records at Exeter, and 
in answer to a question by the chairman said that the com- 
mittee did not examine accounts, but did find good case records 
of welfare work. 

In regard to welfare workers the committee found objection 
to the employment of out of state workers. They found a 
conflict between agents and towns and the committee believed 
a number of changes should be made to improve conditions. 

Mr. Dickinson suggested, unofficially, a number of recom- 
mendations; one had reference to the depositing of county 
money in personal bank accounts and the payment of county 
bills from such accounts, but Mr. Dickinson did not wish the 
delegation to think there was anything crooked in such practice 
by the commissioners. He thought welfare workers were 
needed to investigate conditions; also that storekeepers should 
not be agents for the commissioners. 

The county commissioners were present and explained 
many matters to the delegation. The report of the committee 
was accepted. 
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It was voted on motion of Mr. Boynton, of Portsmouth, 
that the clerk invite a member of the recess commission on 
welfare work to meet and address the members at a future 
meeting. 

Voted to adjourn, subject to call of the chairman.

all counties on the same basis.

A brief session of the Rockingham County Delegation was 
held in room 156 on Wednesday, March Ist, at 1:30 p. M., due 
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notice having been given by publishing in the House Journal 
and the notice also read by the speaker. 

Chairman Smith of the delegation called the meeting to 
order and explained that it was called for the purpose of 
obtaining an informal opinion of the members in regard to 
assisting the town of Brentwood by assuming a portion of 
Brentwood’s share of reconstructing the highway which runs 
by the County Farm in Brentwood.

In accordance with a call of the chairman, duly advertised 
in the Journal and announced by the speaker, a convention of 
the Rockingham delegation was held in room 156 at 12:30 P. M., 
to receive the report of the committee appointed at a previous 
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meeting to confer with the county commissioners in regard to 
the 1933-34 budget for county expenses and to act thereon. 

The call was read by the chairman and a roll call showed 
thirty-nine of the forty-nine members present. Chairman 
Smith for the budget committee explained some of the principal 
increases in various items, especially referring to the $65,000 
needed for relief of poor off the farm and stating that it prob- 
ably was too small. 

Mr. Dickinson asked as to the possible reduction of $28,000 
which the county has received from the R. F. C. welfare fund, 
from the estimated $65,000. 

Further discussion was interrupted by a report of the com- 
mittee appointed at the previous meeting to investigate the 
need of county assistance to enable the town of Brentwood to 
rebuild the highway passing the County Farm. The report was 
made by Mr. Tufts, of Exeter, for the committee. It was in 
favor of the county assisting Brentwood and cites as a prece- 
dent a similar case in Sullivan County. Discussion ensued. 

A motion was then made by Mr. Dickinson, of Danville, 
that the delegation refuse to include the item in the county 
budget. The motion was seconded and when put to a vote 
was carried. 

Voted to continue action on the budget at an adjourned 
meeting of the delegation on Tuesday, March 21, at 1:30 Pp. M.

A continued hearing on Farm Bureau extension work 
appropriations was held on call of the chairman, duly ad- 
vertised and announced by the speaker, in room 156 at 4:00 
p. M., March 28, with Chairman Smith presiding. 

Mr. Bassett, who appeared at the previous meeting, was 
again present and explained in detail the items in the budget. 
A spirited discussion followed. Many members were of the 
opinion that a larger reduction of the 1932 grants should be 
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made than the Farm Bureau officials had made in the 1933- 
1934 requests. The 4-H Club work had very little opposition. 
Other departments had both opposition and support. 

An executive session followed. A roll call showed 28 mem- 
bers of the delegation present. A motion by Mr. Boynton, of 
Portsmouth, to deduct. $2000 from the total asked for was 
lost. A second motion by Mr. Boynton that $1000 be cut from 
the total budget appropriation for each of the two years, 1933 
and 1934 ($6,000), leaving a total of $5,000 each year was 
carried by a vote of 19 to 9. )

On call of the chairman, duly advertised and announced by 
the speaker, a continued hearing on county appropriations 
was held in room 156 at 3:45 p. m., April 5. 

Chairman Smith presided, a roll call showed 40 members 
‘present. The full board of county commissioners were present. 
Chairman Smith of the budget committee appointed at a 
previous meeting reported for the committee. 

Discussion of the budget items was immediately taken up. . 
Mr. Dickinson, of Danville, asked if we were to vote today 
the amounts in the budget, saying that pending legislation 
would affect materially some of the items. Mr. Boynton, of 
Portsmouth, said another bill pending tends to decrease the 
amount of certain items. 

Mr. Frink for the commissioners said it was not their in- 
tention to ask for a vote at the present time, but to give the 
delegation all the information possible. 

Mr. Dickinson asked for information on county costs 
liable to decrease the county tax rate. The commissioners 
could give very little information on the subject. 

Mr. Boynton spoke in regard to the need of an audit by a 
certified accountant in order that the delegation could get 
details of lump sums in the budget. Mr. Marston for the 
commissioners said there was no money for such an audit, 
but if the convention would grant $500 for the purpose he 
would be glad to have it done. Later Mr. Marston said they 
had two auditors appointed by the court and he felt that the 
audit was very accurate, but the commissioners would have a 
detailed report made if the delegation thought it necessary 
and would vote $500 for it. 

The cost of poor on the farm was discussed and comparisons 
made with other counties. 

At this point Chairman Smith had to leave and Professor 
Tufts, of Exeter, took the chair and a general discussion 
followed. 

Mr. Boynton, of Portsmouth, then moved that the com- 
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missioners be authorized to go to the expense of not exceeding 
$400 for a detailed audit. 

Motion was discussed. By a vote of 12 to 23, the motion 
was lost. 

The subject of jail expenses was then taken up and was 
under discussion when it was voted to adjourn, subject to call 
of the chairman.

In accordance with the vote of the convention on April 25, 
due notice having been given by advertising and announce- 
ment by the speaker, the delegation convened to take action 
on county assistance to Brentwood in rebuilding a Brentwood 
road running by the County Farm buildings. 

Professor Tufts, of Exeter, occupied the chair in absence of 
Mr. Smith. A roll call showed 32 members present. 

Mr. Boynton opened the question by a motion that the sug- 
gestion of the chairman of Public Improvement committee 
be adopted whereby the cost of rebuilding said road would be 
allocated as follows: State, $6,000; County, $3,000; Brent- 
wood, $3,000. Mrs. Swasey, who introduced the bill in the 
legislature, spoke for the proposed allocation of costs. Miss 
Emerson, of Windham, Professor Tufts and Mr. Day, of 
Exeter, also favored the motion of Mr. Boynton. The question 
was called for and a roll call demanded. The motion was lost 
by a vote of 23 to 9. ; 

Mr. Dickinson suggested that Brentwood might obtain 
R. F. C. money to help out. 

Mr. Adams, of Seabrook, moved that the budget of county 
appropriations as recommended by the committee be adopted. 
Mr. Dickinson asked for delay until House Bill 417 had been 
acted upon. Motion to adjourn subject to call of chairman 
was voted.

a roll call showed 34 present and the vote to appoint the 
committee was unanimous. The chair appointed Mr. Adams, 
of Seabrook, Mr. Emery, of Auburn, Mr. Woodbury, of Salem, 
Mr. Day, of Exeter, Mr. Picard, of Derry.

On call by the chairman, being duly advertised and an- 
nounced by the speaker, a convention of the Rockingham 
Delegation was held in room 100 on June 13 at 2.30 Pp. M., to 
continue discussion of the budget and to make appropriations 
therein. Mr. Smith presided. A roll call showed 32 members 
present. 
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There being no objection the appropriations were taken 
item by item. 

For County Farm the amount asked for was voted. The 
item for poor off the farm was laid on the table for later action. 
The budget amounts were voted for Soldiers’ Aid, Register of 
Probate and Register of Deeds. The upkeep of county bridge 
was stricken out. 

At this point the members were called to the session of the 
house and an adjournment to the next day was made. 

June 14, the delegation reassembled in the attorney-general’s 
office at 2.30 Pp. M., with Professor Tufts in the chair. 

Before continuing with the budget, the committee appointed 
to deal with the Raymond strike reported. They reported 
interviews with the attorney-general, the Governor, and with 
interested parties at Raymond at which was Commissioner of 
Labor Davie, County Solicitor Scammon, the three county 
commissioners and the selectmen of Raymond where the par- | 
ticulars of the case were learned. On Friday, the following 
day they conferred with the sheriff at Portsmouth and ob- 
tained his promise to accept the committee’s recommendation 
on the police force to be employed under county authority. 
The lease of the Raymond shop expires on June 20 and the 
committee gave the Becker Brothers notice that if they renew 
the lease it must be upon the responsibility of themselves and 
the town, the owner of the building. The clerk of the delega- 
tion was instructed to notify the county solicitor to withdraw 
all police under county pay on or before June 20. It was 
further voted to continue the committee until their work is 
completed. | 

Mr. Dickinson presented a list of five members which he 
wished the delegation to elect as an investigating committee 
on county affairs to act under chapter 35 of the Public Laws. 
After discussion, it was voted to lay the matter on the table 
and proceed with the budget. Thirty members being present, 
the budget was taken up. Full discussion was given each item 
and some changes made from the budget figures, increases in 
some being provided and decreases in others, while two were 
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stricken out. There being some doubt as to the actual needs 
of several appropriations it was voted to send for one of the 
county commissioners and have him present at an adjourn- 
ment on the following day, after the morning session of the 
house to which time it was voted to adjourn. 

After the morning session of the house on June 15, the dele- 
gation assembled in room 100 with 28 members present. Mr. 
Frink of the county commissioners was present and explained 
the doubtful matters. On his recommendation, some of the 
appropriations made on June 14 were rescinded and new 
figures substituted. 

Voted to adjourn.

Hampshire, the commissioners of Rockingham County here- 
with present the annual report of the county commissioners, 
clerk of Superior Court, sheriff, solicitor, superintendent of 
the County Farm and House of Correction, farm physician, 
farm chaplain, and auditors for the year ending December 
31, 1933. 

The Rockingham County Hospital and Home at Brentwood 
has been filled almost to capacity during the past twelve 
months, there being an average of twenty more inmates per 
day at the institution over the preceding twelve months. 
Even considering these crowded conditions we were able to go 
through the year without any substantial increase in our pay- 
roll. We wish to thank every one of the employees for their 
patience, efforts and efficiency under these crowded conditions. 
The only unusual happening at the farm during the past 
twelve months has been a slight epidemic of scarlet fever, 
which was kept down to a minimum number of cases through 
the efficiency of Dr. Mitchell, the nurse, and the efficiency and 
co-operation of every employee and inmate at the institution. 

Two new screened porches were erected for the comfort of 
the hospital patients. Several minor repairs and improve- 
ments have been made. A new Dodge truck was purchased 
for use at the farm. 

Although we felt the year 1932 was a most unusual one, the 
year 1933 will, without question, go down in history as the year 
of the most unemployment during the present depression. 
Therefore we believe the duties of the commissioners for the 
first six months of the year 1933 will prove the most arduous 
of any like period of the present decade. Unemployment has 
been cut down materially since early November on account of 
the C. W. A. program. 

Your county buildings at Portsmouth, Exeter and Brent-

wood have been well cared for without any exceptionable 
cost of maintenance. ‘The new steel fence asked for by your 
commissioners for the Rockingham County Jail at Portsmouth 
has been erected in a firm concrete foundation at the special 
appropriation asked for by us and awarded by the delegation. 

Your commissioners have endeavored to make full use of 
the increased number of prisoners sentenced to the House of 
Correction by purchasing pine tops and standing wood for 
these ren to cut, to be delivered to the needy families within 
our county, thus keeping the prisoners better contented and 
turning their labor into a small revenue for the farm. 

We are pleased to inform the citizens of Rockingham County 
that for the first time since the new buildings were erected the 
county is free from bonded debt, without any notes outstand- 
ing and no unpaid bills in our office and a surplus of $16,250.33 
in our treasury. A financial condition that no county in our 
state can equal or excel. 

At this time we wish to again thank the town officials and 
city officials of the city of Portsmouth for their co-operation 
and efficiency in helping us in caring for the needy of Rock- 
ingham County during the first six months of the year and 
we trust that the commissioners will receive the same efficient 
support and co-operation when they again take over the care 
of the needy on January 1, 1935. 

In Rockingham County the commissioners were requested 
to take care of the relief work for the state for the month of 
July owing to the fact that it was impossible for the relief 
administration to begin to function under the bill 417 in every 
county of the state on July first. 

The commissioners of Rockingham County were pleased to 
do this work for the relief administration, it being brought 
out plainly at all the hearings of Bill 417 on the floor of the 
House that the R. A. should co-operate with the overseer 
of the poor and county commissioners and that their services 
should be used whenever possible. 

Your commissioners lived up to the provisions of the bill to 
the letter, but we have found that the relief administration 
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has used us just exactly the same as they have the rest of the 
commissioners in the state of New Hampshire. In other words 
they have failed to co-operate and have ignored the service 
that the commissioners might have been able to give them by 
reason of knowing the families and the business conditions of 
each particular locality through their years of association 
with them. 

Centralized relief, we believe, has proved a failure as we 
maintained from the first for the following reasons: 

Many people in our county have asked for relief under the 
relief administration who would not have asked for it if the 
town and county were handling the same, because we have 
often heard them state, ‘‘As long as the state and govern- 
ment are paying for three-fourths of this relief we might as 
well have it as some of our neighbors.” 

Secondly: The cost of administration has been tremendous. 
Over 9.2 percent of all money spent going to administration of 
relief compared with an average of slightly under two percent 
by the commissioners handling the same. It seems to us that the 
$85,000 spent for administration during the past six months 
under this set up was unnecessary and the tax payers during 
these difficult times would have appreciated that saving which 
is at the rate of $190,000 a year and which sum is ever increas- 
ing under this set up. ) 

Thirdly: The store keepers, home owners and fuel dealers 
of our state have not received the same prompt payment of 
their bills that they did when the commissioners were handling 
this. In many cases the bills running two to five months. 

Fourthly: There are many competent selectmen that have 
had to give out the orders and do an exceptionally large amount 
of work without additional pay under this set up, that have 
stated that they could not afford to be selectmen and do all 
this extra work which we feel will be a great loss to many of 
the towns of our county. 

Under the old set up the commissioner gave a twenty-four 
hour day service three hundred and sixty-five days of the year, 
whereas, we know of several cases where people have been 
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refused assistance just because it was after twelve o’clock on 
Saturday and were notified that they could come in after 
nine o’clock on Monday. ‘Is this fair treatment to the needy?”’ 

The commissioners meet each Wednesday at the County 
Farm for their regular weekly inspection. Each Friday the 
business session is held at the Court House in Portsmouth 
and the first Tuesday in every month we meet at Derry and on 
the third Tuesday of each month we are at the Records Build- 
ing in Exeter, and we will be pleased to meet any of the city 
or town officials or any interested citizen at the time of our 
regular meetings or any other time by appointment.

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convicted of the murder of Trudeau with capital punishment 
recommended by the jury. Charles Narcisse pleaded guilty to 
murder in the second degree in the death of Comstock and was 
sentenced to. serve not less than thirty nor more than thirty- 
five years in State Prison. 

The remaining cases for the most part consisted of crimes 
arising from the operation of motor vehicles. Crimes against 
the person and property of others were fewer in number than 
in other years.

at the Farm. 

‘ As opportunity permitted the Chaplain has sought to call 
on the inmates, seeking to give a word of cheer, to sing a song, 
or offer a prayer. 

Superintendent and Mrs. Stiles, and their staff of helpers, 
have all co-operated in the work in a loyal manner.

Physican’s Report 


EppineG, N. H., January 1, 1934. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rockingham 
County: 

A new year reminds me that you want a new report concern- 
ing the sanitary conditions and medical achievements at the 
County Institution at Brentwood. 

The material and sanitary state there is at its usual high 
rank: Constantly a place the responsible officers and every 
resident of the county may well visit and view with becoming 
pride. 

- If 1982 was, as I reported last year, ‘‘very busy for all con- 
cerned” 1933 was distinctly busier. 

Our normal capacity of 200 had to accommodate 210 at 
times. Every bed in the Hospital has been full generally. 

During most of the time last winter we carried 26 children. 
Twenty of these had influenza and three were complicated by 
pneumonia; 18 had whooping cough, three of whom were 
under one year old. 

Seventeen had scarlet fever. For part of these a ward was 
fitted in the Home and a special nurse with two helpers furn- 
ished. Throwing in a lot of bronchitis cases and later a 
host of brown tail poisoning it would seem that we had about 
the limit of misfortune. 

In this crowded state isolation is almost impossible and must, 
from the nature of things, be incomplete. 

It is however, a pleasure and pride to record not a death 
among all the 55 cases, not counting the bronchitis and brown- 
tail cases. 

A building, smaller than the Men’s Home, never was more 
clearly needed than during these epidemics and is needed today. 
Some solution will soon be forced. 

Our death list is long. Several passed away during the 
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influenza epidemic. All were feeble, but death was hastened 
by congestion and pneumonia frequently. 

As ever, several lived but a few hours or days after admitted 
and several died for various reasons, during the last few days 
of the passing year. 

The birth list too is long. Three cases are now waiting 
delivery. 

During this busy and eventful year perfect co-operation has 
been rendered by your Board, by Superintendent and Mrs. 
Stiles, our reliable nurse, Miss Lord, and Dr. Donald E. 
Higgins. .
